DESPERATE FIGHTING.
Paris, April 16. The World1 spe- ¬

cial reports desperate fighting, result- ¬

ing in victories for the Commune.
Five consecutive attacks were made
upon Vanores, which were repulsed
with great slaughter. Losses of the
Government troops were dreadful.
At Neuilly a combat is threatening.
The hostilities at various places are
tierce, but the Communists gain
ground steadily, and their hopes are
now raised to the highest pitch.
TERRIBLE EVENTS ANTICIPATED

PROGRESS OF BATTLES.
Papis, April 15. Yesterday shells

tell in the Avenue Wagram, also many
rifle bullets. Tradesmen in the Ave- ¬

nue des Terres were wounded, and a
general exodus from that quarter of
the city taking place. Crowds de-¬

mand passports to leave Paris now.
The price is reduced to half a franc.
Hundreds are disappointed. The
-- :rt-t leading from the Porte Maillot
is in ruins. Issy and Vanvres are
firing small bomb shells, which
splinter into thirty pieces and are ter-¬

ribly destructive. The Socialist Re- ¬

publicans are making great efforts to
secure the return of their candidates.

The delegates of the Commune to
Versailles have returned with Thiers'
conditions, which have rendered the
insurgents very violent.

Rochefort demands that Vinoy,
Gallipet,Favre, Picard and others be
brought, chained in couples, to the
Champs Elvsees, where the relatives
of the Nationals who have been killed
should be allowed to do what they
please with them.

It has been decided that the Na- ¬

tionals do not demolish the column
in the Place Yendome, but displace
the statue at its apex.

A terrible caunonade was kept up
last night. The attack ol the Govern- ¬

ment troops was everywhere repulsed.
The cannonade and fusillade will be
resumed this afternoon.

It is said that Fort Issy has been
damaged ; otherwise the results of the
three days' cannonade nave been in- ¬

significant.
The Clociie deplores the Commune's

inflexibility.
The Government troops have hith- ¬

erto made no serious attack.
The Temps summons the Commune

to state its demands.
The fall of the iSeine has paralyzed

the Communists' gunboats.
The Central Committee is still at

variance with the Commune.
Paris, April 16 a.m. The Com- ¬

munists report that Issy repulsed
successive assaults of the Versaillists,
on Friday and Saturday, with severe
losses to the assailants.

General Dombrowaki attacked the
Government forces at Neuilly yester- ¬

day, and it is claimed that he took
four hundred prisoners. The engage-
ment continued through the eutire
night.

The batteries on Hill Troeadiers
have opened fire on Fort Valerien,
which replies with vigor.

General Dombrowski's forces are
under the strictest discipline, among
them the National Guards, and doing
much to render all branches of the
military service more efficient

London, April lj, p.m. Dispatches
from Versailles deny that the insur- ¬

gents took 400 prisoners yesterday,
and declare that no important mili- ¬

tary events have taken place. They
say that the insurgents in the forts
waste their ammunition by firing at
night for no purpose. Saturday night
they kept up a continued cannonade.

They were met near Columbis
and forced "to retreat, with the loss ot
many prisoners. The regulars still
hold the bridge of Neuilly. Valerien,
in replying to the Paris batteries, has
sent shells into Passy and Antenilly.

The Prussians have occupied Stoune,
near St. Denis, in the Quartier Du
Triomphe.

A number of manufacturers have
been arrested by order of the Com- ¬

mune, and their manufactories closed,
in order to force the workingmen to
Join the National Guards.
